THE Illinois House of Representatives the other clay passed 
1 a new .stattjte designed to -i'ill in some of the gaps in oin- 
tegral defense against the so-called sex offender. 


This statute, if it finally becomes law, will make it pos- 


sible for the authorities to lock up a person of criminal sex 
propensities before any criminal charge has been filed against 
him. And while-this looks like the most obvious kind of com- 
mon sense, it nevertheless is a power which the authorities do 
not have now and which they need very much. 


For, as things stand, the man who suffers from one of 


those dark and tragic urges which lead to the most frightful 
of sex crimes cannot be put away until he has actually com- 
mitted a crime. 
* * * 


TIME and again this sort of story has been told. A man will 
1 be arrested for a sex crime of the foulest sort, and the 
officers will examine his past. They .will find that the au- 
thorities had their hands on him before tra crime, that his 
tendency toward that kind of offense v.ad perfectly clear, 
that psychatrists and plain policemen knew perfectly well 
that some day he would succumb to his urge and take the 
life of some helpless woman or child; yet because .he had not 
then actually done anything there was no law by which he 
could be put permanently under lock and key. 


The law, in other words, was bound to a policy of locking 


the stable door after the horse was stolen; to carry the 
metaphor a bit farther, it was not allowed to lock the door 
beforehand even when it knew that a theft was about to take 
place. It could act only after the offense.

departments of the studios get plenty 
of headaches but mighty little glory. 
Visitors are not permitted in these 
laboratories of black-an-white magic. 
And most of the movie-makers even 
refuse to admit publicly that many of 
the processes of illusion exist. 


Besides routine tricks of the trade, 


such as miniature, glass and mirror 
shots and transparencies, a good many 
other chores are done by the special 
effects experts. They make titles, for 
one thing, and the dissolves and fades 
which connect many scenes. Also they 
make inserts. 


Commonest inserts are closeups of 


letters being written or read. A fly 
promenading on a bald head, a shot 
of an electric sign, a glipmse of a 
stocking being put on a leg—all such 
things are inserts.

ism of later empires; but hero is the 
great imperialism of love, servcie, and

BE IT RESOLVED by the House of 


Representatives of the State of AT- ' 
kansas and the Senate of the'State of 
Arkansas, a majority of all the mem- 
bers elected to each House agreeing 
thereto; that the following be, and the'•: 
same is hereby proposed as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the.State'- 
of Arkansas, to-wit: 


Section 1. Section 34 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 34. In each county the 


Judge of the court having jurisdiction •> 
in matters of equity shall be judge 'of '•. 
the court of probate, and have such 
exclusive original jurisdiction in mat* 
ters relative to the probate of wills, the 
estates of deceased persons,. executors, 
administrators, guardians, and persons 
of unsound mind and their estates, as . 
is now vested in courts of probate, or 
may be hereafter prescribed by law. | 
The judge of the probate court shall' 
try all issues of the law and of facts 
arising in causes or proceedings with- 
in the jurisdiction of said court and ' 
therein pending. The regular terms,of 
the courts of probate shall be held at . 
such times as is now or may hereafter 
be prescribed by law; and the General 
Assembly may provide for the consoli-- 
dation 
of 
chancery 
and 
probate 


courts." 


Section 2. Section 35 of Article VII 


of the Constitution of Arkansas is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 35. Appeals may be taken 


from judgments and orders of courts 
of probate to the Supreme Court; and 
until otherwise provided by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, shall be taken in the 
same manner as appeals from courts 
of chancery and subject to the same 
regulations and restrictions." 


Section 3. Section 19 of Article VII 


of the Constitution 
of Arkansas is 


hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 19. The clerks of the cir- 


cuit courts shall be elected by the 
qualified 
electors 
of 
the 
several 


counties for the term of two years, 
apd shall be ex-officio clerks of the 
county and probate courts and re- 
corder; provided, that in any county 
having a population exceeding fifteen 
thousand inhabitants, as shown by the 
last Federal census, there shall be 
elected a county clerk, in like manner 
as the clerk of the circuit court, and 
in such case the county clerk shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the probate court 
of such county until otherwise pro- 
vided by the General Assembly." 


Section 4. The provisions of the 


Constitution of the State of Arkansas 
in conflict with this amendment are 
hereby repealed in so far as they are 
in conflict herewith; and this amend- 
ment shall take effect on the first day 
of January next following its adoption.
